CONTROLS 

The control for Thayer's Quest can be divided into two screens, the Gameplay and 
Inventory Screens: 

GAMEPLAY 

After the animation for each scene plays, you will be proposed with a list of options 
of locations you can visit. Simply select where you want to go and press enter on 
the DVD remote control. In some areas, there may be an item present In order to 
pick up an item, press left or right on the controller to select it. It should also be 
noted that certain scenes require you to choose an option quickly. If you do not 
choose anything within the allocated time, Thayer will get either wounded or 
killed. 

INVENTORY 

The Inventory Screen manages the items currently held in Thayer's Pouch. You 
can View, Use and Drop your items from this screen. The inventory screen can be 
accessed from the Pouch Icon at the bottom of the Gameplay screen.

Typically there will be a short pause in the video whenever a move is made. The 
duration of this pause varies from machine to machine but currently there is 
nothing that can be done to eliminate it. We're hopeful that future generations of 
DVD movie players will be optimized to handle this situation and will eliminate the 
pause. 

All of the scenes from the original Halcyon game are included in this DVD-Video 
version.
